depends alm ost entirely on whether 
tile Arm enian was chartered by the 
British government and was in tact a 
transport of war, aboard which Am er­ 
icans would sail at their own risk, or 
v hether it was an unarmed m erchant­ 
man. 
in the latter case. even though car 
rying 
contraband, 
this 
government 
would hold that the ship should have 
been subjected to visit and search aud 
those aboard transferred to a place of 
safety before tile destruction of the 
vessel was attempted. 


Officials A w ait All Facts. 


Iii the absence of inform ation on 
these points otticialn declined to say 
what effect the sinking of the Arm e­ 
nian would have on pending negotia 
finns between the I ’nited Stutes aud 
Germ any.

ordered to halt and resisted capture. 
requiring a second shot, or whether

The fact that the number of the 
aubm ailne was given indicated 
that

cording to all tile lists of tile belliger­ 
ents, so there can be no doubt aa to
